een sacrificed to the spirits of the air. ar ‘ 
the tents a number of Galea oak a aca Bo 
each bearing the skin and bones of a ont, 
sheep, vr other victiny stuek upon the upper end 
ofthem. By virtue of these offerings 
are warded off trom themselyes and theit cattle 
and all their affiirs they believe wil! prosper; 
but for the sin of the soul they have no atone- 
ment, nor indeed any religious rites which bear 
upon the condition of the soul in a future state, 
Ihose I uow speak of are Shamans; for the 
Budiists,or Worshippers of Shigemuni(the Ganu- 
dama of Burmah and Fo of Chin 1) believe that 
their prayers and temple services procure fu- 
ture blessedness to their faithful. Of them l 
shall say more afterwards. On our journey we 
h ilt two or three times aday at the tents we 
fall in with, aud take up our abode for the 
night at one of these desert homes. Every 
where we find the people hospitable and friend- 
ly.

A Hint ro Statesmen, The following pur- | 
ports to be an extract from a Freneh ministerial 
paper—the Moniteur du Commerce :— 

W hilst the enemies of government are tnag- 
ining the pretended humiliations which it has 
submitted to from the Federal Government, tn 
the affair of the 25 millions, no one, it would 
seem, has thought of calculating how much, in 
a war with France, the chances of ruin and 
disaster, would be more numerous and more 
serious to America than to us. No one, never- 
theless, can overlook the powerful auxiliaries 
which France would find, in a portion of the 
population of that vast republic, For France 
the abolition of slavery is no longer a question, 
in a moral, philosophical, or philanthropical 
pointof view. [tis resolved into a simple ques- 
tion of property, which may be decided at any 
moment by a sacrifice of money, and such sac- 
rifice France can easily make. — 

In the United States, neither of these points 
admits of a peaceful solution Already, upon 
the mere simple suggestion of the notion of 
emancipation, inoffensive blacks are massacred, 
even where that race is not numerous, and 
where, be ing freed, they have ceased to repre- 
sent the value of a enpital. ‘The greatest fer- 
mentation is manifested in every part of the 
Union; the southern planters threaten to aban- 
don the soil to the blacks The perspective of 
a black republic, sile by sile with the Nothern 
States, has not failed to cause alarm in America. 

We have never doubted ihat the affair of 25 
millions would be amicably adjusted, because 
France, in the settlement of the American in- 
demnity, has given every possible proof of loy- 
altv, and of a desire to preserve an alliance, 
already anrient, between the two peoples But 
if the United States, speculating upon what it 
would be a great error to mistake for weakness, 
should proceed to the hostilities with which the 
Jackson organs menace us, France, in a wae 
that would be impious and unjust, would know 
how to avail of all its means, in order to make 
the Federal Government aware of what it costs 
sometimes, to trouble the repose of a peaceful 
and powerful nation 

Some disturbances that have occurred at Phil- 
atlelphia—disturbances, itis true, without bad 
consequences, prove to whata piteh the animos- 
ity hus reached in those countries, between the
